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ALBERT GRANT DUKE 


ALBERT G. DUKE, one of the oldest native residents of 
Conecuh county, and a son of JOEL and REBECCA (WATSON) DUKE, 
was born March 15, 1822. When he was seventeen years of age 
his parents removed to Coosa county, but on attaining his 
majority, he removed to the county of his nativity, where he 
has since continued to reside. He began life for himself as 
a farmer on land for which he went in debt and for which he 
paid in full, from the proceeds of the first crop raised. 
This crop consisted of forty-two bales of cotton, which 
realized him the average value of nine cents per pound. His 
original purchase, consisting of 550 acres of land, has been 
added to from time to time since, until he now owns a 
valuable plantation of over 800 acres, the greater part of 
which is under a high state of cultivation. He has given a 
special attention to the raising of cotton and has sold 
crops, at different times, as high as forty-two cents per 
pound; this immediately after the war, when the price of that 
commodity was very high. in addition to his agricultural 
interests, Mr. Duke has, for some years, been engaged in the 
mercantile business, starting a general goods store at the 
town of BURNT CORN in the year 1870. He still conducts this 
business, carries a stock representing a capital of about 
$2,500, and does a yearly trade of over $10,000. He also 
operates a fine steam gin and grist-mill, the former having a 
capacity of over 600 bales per year. Mr. Duke has met with 
well earned success in his varied undertakings and is 
deservedly classed with the successful men of this county. 
Although having reached an advanced age, he still possesses 
unimpaired faculties, physical and mental, and gives personal 
attention to his large business interests. 


On the 12th day of December, 1850, in the town of Burnt 
Corn, Mr. Duke and Miss REBECCA, daughter of SAMUEL D. NASH, 
were united in the bonds of wediock, a union for which the 
following children have been born, namely:

JOEL DUKE, the father of ALBERT G., was a native of 
Edgefield district, S$. C., born in 1806. **(See note) He was 
by occupation, a planter, took an active interest in public 
affairs, and was a man of much more than ordinary education 
for his day. He came to Conecuh county, ALa. as early, 


perhaps as 1819, married a short time thereafter, and for a 
number of years resided in the vicinity of Burnt Corn 
village. He was a soldier in the war of 1812, and was with 
Jackson at the Battle of New Orleans. The Dukes are of 
English descent; and the grandfather of Albert G., JOEL DUKE, 
was born in the old country, and in an early day settied in 
SOUTH CAROLINA. Mr. Duke's maternal ancestors, settled 
originally in GEORGIA, from which state theyt removed to 
ALABAMA a great many years ago. The following are the names 
of the children born to JOEL and REBECCA (WATSON) DUKE:

the Southern Magazine. The Reminiscences of 
General Basil W. Duke, C. S. A., appeared in 
book form in 1911, after having previously been 
published as separate magazine articles. He also 
wrote a History of the Bank of Kentucky (1895). 
From 1895 until his death he was a comumis- 
sioner of Shiloh National Park. 

Duke was small in stature and slight of frame. 
His face was distinguished by the mustache and 
goatee of the traditional Kentucky gentleman, 
and by a humorous eye. His cheerfulness was 
unquenchable, The Reminiscences, written in 
his old age, are full of boyish enthusiasm and en- 
joyment, as well as shrewd comemnt on political 
and military measures. He was boyish, too, in 
his frank hero-worship of Morgan. Strong in 
his conviction of the justice of the Confederate 
cause, he could yet clearly appreciate the point 
of view of his opponents; and four years of war 
roused in him feelings of warm friendship, rather 
than of hatred, toward those against whom he 
fought. Southerners would have described him 
as chivalrous, and in this instance that much- 
abused word is appropriate. As a soldier, he 
was not of the first rank, though an able cavalry 
commander; but his personality makes him one 
of the most attractive figures of his time.

DUKE, BENJAMIN NEWTON (Apr. 27, 
1&55~Jan. 8, 1929), industrialist, philanthropist, 
was born on the farm of his father, Washington 
Duke, four miles north of Durham, N. C. Wash- 
ington Duke, the son of Taylor and Dicie (Jones) 
Duke, was of English, Scotch-Irish, and Welsh 
descent. He married in 1852 his second wife, 
Artelia, daughter of John and Mary Roney of 
Alamance County. She died in 1858, when Ben- 
jamin, her elder son, was three years old. When 
they became rich, Benjamin and James B. Duke 
[g.v.] gave a science building to Elon College, 
N. C,, it honor of their mother, The boys, with 
their sister, were cared for until 1863 by aunts 
who came into Washington Duke's home after 
his wife’s death. In that year their father, though 
a Unionist, went into the Confederate army, and 
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chores about the farm. After the war, when not 
working at growing and manufacturing tobac- 
co, he was a pupil inthe academy of Dr. Morgan 
Closs in Durham, and later was sent to the 
Quakers’ school at New Garden (now Guilford 
College). 

The Dukes built a factory in Durham in 1874, 
and in 1878 formed the firm of W: Duke Sons & 
Company. The firm was one of the first to in- 
troduce cigarette machines; it boldly cut the 
price on their product and extended its market 
throughout the world, Branch factories having 
been established in New York in 1884, the Dukes 
entered the “cigarette war” which ended in a 
combination, the American Tobacco Company, 
formed in 1890, Benjamin N. Duke was one 
of the directors, while his brother James was 
president. Then followed a series of mergers 
which gave this corporation control of the in- 
dustry in America, the Duke brothers being the 
dominant facters in the whole. On the dissolu- 
tion of the combination by order of the Supreme 
Court in 1911, Benjamin Duke diverted his capi- 
tal to a variety of other undertakings. Already 
in 1906 he had become president of the Citizens 
National Bank in Durham, and had reorganized 
a local railroad, the Cape Fear & Northern, ex- 
tended its tracks to reach Durham, and changed 
its name to the Durham & Southern. He be- 
came heavily interested in hydro-electric power 
development in the South, in cotton manufactur- 
ing, and in real estate. He was a leader in the 
South’s economic revival. His fortune at one 
time was estimated at $60,000,000. At the time 
of his death he had withdrawn from active man- 
agement of most of these enterprises, his only 
business positions being those of director in the 
Southern Power Company, and director of the 
Durham Realty Corporation, the latter owning 
hotels and apartment houses in New York and 
New Jersey. Benjamin N. Duke was not so 
gifted as his brother James in business organiza- 
tion, but he earlier manifested an interest in edu- 
cational and charitable work, and influenced 
members of his family in this direction. He re- 
linguished his design of building an orphanage 
at Durham when it was suggested -to him that 
Trinity College might be removed from the 
country to the location he had selected, and he 
forwarded plans which brought this about in 
1892. Between 1898 and 1925 his gifts to the col- 
lege grew progressively, totaling in excess of 
$2,000,000, It was undoubtedly Benjamin’s ex- 
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jamin gave to churches, to a negro hospital in 
Durham, and to many other institutions asso- 
ciated with his young manhood. He married in 
1877 Sarah Pearson Angier of Durham, and had 
two sons anda daughter. He was modest, avoid- 
ed publicity, and sought to keep his gifts secret. 
He died at his home in New York, after being 
confined to the house for months. His body lay 
in state at Duke University and was buried in 
Durham.

DUKE, JAMES BUCHANAN (Dec. 23, 
1856—Oct. 10, 1925), industrialist, was the young- 
est child of Washington Duke and Artelia 
(Roney) Duke, his mother dying when he was 
an infant. He and his brother Benjamin New- 
ton [q.v.] were born on his father’s small farm 
near Durham, N. C., and soon were plunged into 
the poverty brought by the Civil War. James at- 
tended school in a log house at Harden’s and 
later at Pisgah Church. When the father re- 
turned on foot from the Confederate army with 
a single half-dollar and two blind mules, life 
was resumed on the home farm, which had been 
swept clean by the invading army. Luckily, how- 
ever, a quantity of leaf tobacco had been over- 
looked, and this was seized upon as the one hope., 
James and Benjamin helped their father pound 
it out with hickory sticks in a small log barn on 
the place, and the tobacco was put in packages 
labeled “Pro Bono Publico.” Hitching their 
blind mules and supplied with rations, they struck 
out with their product to the southern part of 
North Carolina where tobacco was scarce. Meet- 
ing with ready sales, they purchased more leaf 
tobacco, built a larger log house for the manu- 
facture, and found themselves prospering in their 
venture. They sold 125,000 pounds in 1872, and 
were as substantial as any in the local industry. 
James for a time attended the academy in Dur- 
ham taught by Dr. Morgan Closs, proving quick 
with figures; he was then sent to a boarding 
school in Guilford County, but longed for the 
activity of farm and factory, and went home be- 
fore the first term was over. Later he completed 
the course at the Eastman Business College, 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., in record time. He was 
manager of the colored boys in the tobacco fac- 
tory at the age of fourteen, and at eighteen be- 


rettes, for which the local “bright” tobacco was 
particularly adapted, and James soon displaced 
the hand workers by the new Bonsack machines, 
which with the aid of William T. O’Brien he 
perfected. When the law was passed reducing the 
government tax on cigarettes by two-thirds, Duke 
immediately reduced the price of his product from 
ten to five cents a package, twomonths in advance 
of the operation of the act. This bold stroke, 
coupled with world advertising, gave the Duke 
firm a lead. A new period in his career and in the 
American tobacco business began when he left 
Durham and set up a branch factory in New 
York City in 1884. His firm now invaded 
the Northern and Western markets, and largely 
through the pouring out of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars a year in advertising of every 
form, by 1889 came to furnish half the country’s 
total production of cigarettes. Soon the five 
principal cigarette manufacturers were engaged 
in the celebrated “tobacco war,” in which com- 
petitive advertising and price concessions ruined 
profits. The older companies finally offered to 
buy Duke out, but this was his signal to force 
the fighting, and in 1890 all were joined in the 
American Tobacco Company, with $25,000,000 
capital and Duke as president. In 1895 the com- 
bination began aggressively to absorb companies 
making other tobacco products, such as all-to- 
bacco cigarettes, chewing tobacco, and snuff. An 
attempt of capitalists to gain control of enough 
stock to oust Duke from the headship failed. In 
1898 a combination of plug manufacturers was 
formed, the Continental Tobacco Company, with 
$75,000,000 capital issued, Duke being president. 
The two combinations were controlied by the 
same interests. Duke was voracious for further 
mergers. Having drawn about him a remark- 
able group of capitalists, manufacturers, and 
merchants, including Oliver H. Payne, P. A. B. 
Widener, Grant B. Schley, William C. Whitney, 
R. J. Reynolds, and Thomas F. Ryan, he was en- 
abled to form the American Snuff Company in 
1900, the American Cigar Company the next 
year, then the American Stogie Company, and 
entered the retail field with the United Cigar 
Stores Company. In 1901 the Consolidated To- 
bacco Company was formed as a holding com- 
pany to concentrate control of the American & 
Continental. After the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Northern Securities case, the hold- 


‘ing company was discontinued and the three were 


merged under the original name of the American

Biographical Sketch 


Dr. Benjamin F. Duke was born in Clarke County; enlisted as a private 
in Co. F. 16th Mississippi under the command of his brother, Capt. D. L. 
Duke; in Virginia he was in the army of Stonewall Jackson in’ the 
Shenandoah Valley, at Crosa Keys; tater in Seven Days Campainn, at 
Kelly's Ford, and Second Manasees; wounded in the band, he was op. 
pointed Ordinance Sergeant an which capacity he served the remained 
of the war; participated in Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, 
and the Wilderness campaigns; before Petersburg in 1864 he was shot 
through the knee. 


After returning home he graduated in Medicine in 1870, and practiced 
at Lake Como for twenty years. In 1894, he moved to Pascagoula and in 
1896 Was made quarantine officer. He is buried in Greenwood Cemetery, 


Pascagoula.

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DUKE of DURHAM COUNTY, NORTH CAROLINA 


William Duke, ancestor of the Duke family of North Carolina, 


was residing at Martin Brandon, in Charles City County, Virginia, 


March 2, 1672, when the Virginia Council ordered him to take 
possession of the fruit belonging to the London Merchants then 
in the old house at Martin Brandon. (M.C.G.C. 303) In 1673 

he was one of the auditors appointed to examine the accounts be- 
tween Mr. Roger Greene and Mrs. Bland. (Id.354) On March 5, 
1674/5, William Duke, who had married the Administratrix of 
William Bird, was ordered to pay Anthony Wyatt...... (Id. 406) 

William Duke was the third husband of Hannah, daughter of 
Colonel Thomas Grendon, a London merchant. Grendon married 
Elizabeth Stegge, widow of Col. Thomas Stegge, Puritan com- 
missioner, who was lost at sea in 1651. Elizabeth Stegge, the 
widow, was the mother of Grace Stegge who married John Byrd, 
goldsmith of London, and was the grandmother of the first Col- 
onel Byrd of Westover. 

Colonel Thomas Grendon's will was probated in London, Dec. 
15, 1678. He described himself as "of St. James Duke Place, 
Landon, citizen and draper"; and gave to his daughter Hannah 
Duke, "now of Virginia’ ...''certain property there". It is ap- 
parent that his wife was therefore a niece of Colonel William 
Byrd of Westover. (Col. Surry 91). 

Hannah (Grendon) Duke was married four times. Her first 
husband was Thomas Jennings of London, merchant, by whom 
she had a son, Thomas, also a London merchant, living there 
in 1685. She married secondly, William Bird, of Martins Bran- 
don in Charles City, on the south side of the James, now Prince 
George. 

William Bird was the Virginia representative of the London 
merchants, John Sadler and Thomas Quiney. It seems that after 
Bird's death William Duke became the representative of the said 
merchants. One of Thomas Quiney's brothers was married to 
Shakespeare's daughter Judith. William Bird owned a grist mill 
in Surry and by Sept.29, 1672, he was deceased, as his son and 
heir, Thomas Bird, was in possession of the mill. His mother 
had married, secondly, William Duke. William Duke died in 
1678 and on Nov. 28, 1681, William Archer was granted 600 
acres of land due his predecessor. (Colonial Surry, pp.91, 92). 

Henry Duke, referred to as of ''Martin Brandon" was evident- 
ly the-son of Wiiliam Duke, as he owned property in that parish. 
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He married Elizabeth, daughter of Captain John Taylor, son of 
Richard Taylor of Flowerdieu Hundred, and his wife, Sarah 
Barker, daughter of William Barker "Mariner". 

William Barker, Mariner, Master of the ship "America" 
sailed from Gravesend, July 23, 1635, with 88 persons. He pat- 
ented 1300 acres May 11, 1639, for the transportation of 26 per- 
sons; 500 of these acres were known and called by the name of 
'lowerdieu Hundred". He, jointly with John Sadler and Richard 
Quinney, the London merchants, patented much more land in 
that vicinity. He represented Charles City in the House of Bur- 
gesses in 1645. He was deceased before March 3, 1635, for at 
the County Court on that day the widow of Capt. Frome was or- 
dered to pay a debt to Robert Netherland, who had married the 
Administratrix of William Barker. 

William Barker had three children who quarrelled about the 
division of ''Flowerdieu Hundred". His wife was Frances, daugh- 
ter of James Ward. She married, secondly, Robert Netherland, 
and thirdly, Lt. Col. Thomas Drew. (For more information and 
authorities one should read the chapter entitled "Barker, Brad- 
ford, Taylor" in 'Va. Historical Genealogies", page 146.) 

It has been stated that William Barker's wife was Elizabeth 
Langhorne, daughter of William Langhorne, Gent. of Barnard's 
Inn, Holburn, London. (Henry Duke Counciller, p.267) Refer- 
ence is made to the will of William Langhorne of Barnards Inn, 
Holborn, London, Gent. made August 19, 1631, probated Jan. 10, 
1631/2. He bequeathed to "son-in-law" WILLIAM BARKER £20 
out of lands in Stevington. (29V437) His daughter married Wil- 
liam Barker, Attorney at Law, who had a son aged 9 in 1634. 
(Visitations of London, Harlean, Vol. 15, p.49) It does not seem 
that this William Barker could be the William Barker, Mariner, 
who sailed from Gravesend July 23, 1635, unless he changed his 
occupation, 

Sarah Barker, daughter of Captain William Barker, as pre- 


viously stated, married Richard Taylor of 'Flowerdieu Hundred”. 


Richard died ca.1678 and his son John, "now of lawful age" in 
1684, acquitted his mother, Sarah, wife of Robert Lucy, decd., 


of all claims either under the estate of Richard Taylor, decd., or 


of James Ward, decd. (Prince George O.B. 1687-95, p.149) 
John Taylor was Captain, Justice of the Peace, and Burgess 
from Charles City in 1692/3. He made his will in Prince George 
County (formerly Charles City) April 5, 1707, probated Nov.9, 
1709. He gives his daughter ELIZABETH DUKE two negroes 

and a horse named "Trooper". His wife mentioned in his will 
was Henrietta Maria, maiden name unknown. His other children 
mentioned in his will were (2) Frances, m. Mr. Greenhill; (3) 
Henrietta Maria and (4) Sarah, who married brothers, John and 
Francis Hardyman. (See VHG-151) 'Flowerdieu'' was later sold 
by the heirs of Captain John Taylor to Joshua Poythress. John 
Duke, John Taylor Duke, and Henry Duke were witnesses to their 
mothers deed for her portion of the estate, which yet remains 
in the possession of Joshua Poythress!' descendants. (See Poy- 
thress). ! 

Captain Henry Duke was a Justice in Prince George in 1712. 
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(Ex. Jr. 111-305). He died in January 1718. 
Children: 

I, John Duke, b. ca.1699. On April 5, 1733, Nicholas Hatch 
and his wife Susanna, of Prince George, sold to John Duke 
of Brunswick, 285 acres in Lawnes Creek Parish in Bruns- 
wick on north side of Three Creeks, granted to Richard 
Pace by patent July 12, 1718, and by him conveyed to John 
Bradford. (Deeds and Wills I, pp.36-39). He was a Cap- © 
tain of Militia, for on Oct.21, 1733, the inventory of 
James Fletcher was sworn to before Capt.John Duke. This 
would also seem to make him a Justice of the County Court. 
(Id. 87-89). On March 18, 1734, a deed of Henry Fox of 
North Carolina, to John Davis ''Welshman" for 555 acres 
on the Meherren River, was witnessed by JOHN DUKE, 
John Davis, Jr., and REJOYCE DAVIS. A'"Rejoyce", 
last name unknown, is said to be the wife of John Duke. 
(Id. pp.159-60) John Duke and John Taylor Duke witnessed 
the will of James House. On Feb.9, 1735 (Id.175) Capt. 
John Duke was an executor of the will of Thomas House of 
Brunswick dated Feb.16, 1734. Katherine House, the wid- 
ow, Was executrix, and John Taylor Duke was a witness 
to the will (Id. 237). 

John Duke died before August 1753, for on that date 
Edward Goodrich was appointed guardian of his orphan 
Susanna Duke. John Duke probably had several children. 
A close examination of the records of Brunswick would — 
probably reveal them. 

Ik John Taylor Duke, who has been mentioned heretofore in 


connection with his brother John. He and his wife Jane made 


several deeds in Brunswick. His home lay in that part of 
of the county which later became Lunenburgh in 1745 and 
later fell in Mechlenburgh in 1764 where he was living in 
1769. Both John Taylor Duke and his son, John Taylor 
Duke, Jr., were granted lands in Georgia for services in 
the Revolution. (H. Duke, Counciller-276). 

III. Henry Duke was in Brunswick in 1742 and Lunenburgh in 
1749. He and his wife Elizabeth deeded land there. 

IV. William Duke. (See later) 

William Duke was in Brunswick County in 1733 when it was 
cut off from part of Prince George and Surry. He was associated 
with his brothers, John Duke and John Taylor Duke. He was 
probably the youngest child of his mother as he did not join in 
her deed with his three brothers to Joshua Poythress. He ac- 
companied his kinsman, Col. William Byrd II, in fixing the 
boundary between Virginia and North Carolina. His wife was 
Elizabeth who joined him in deeding his land in Brunswick in 
1742 when they moved together with their son Samuel to Gran- 
ville County, N.C. He died there ca.1773. From records it is 
said that his sons were: (Councillor, p.271)

William Duke, Jv., son of Elizabeth and William Duke, Sr., 
married Mary Green, daughter of Thomas Edward Green of 
Bute County (from Granville 1764). He built a large mansion 
called ''Westover" which was destroyed by fire. In 1779 he was 
one of the five commissioners to lay out the town of Warrenton.

Moving on from the previous message: 


Joseph Dukes appears in the Giessendanner records in 1750. Two other 
Dukes of 

the same generation are of interest. Henry Dukes began acquiring land 
in what 

is now Edgefield County in 1755; his known son was named Thomas. John 
Dukes had 

land on the South Fork of the Edisto River by 1770; his son John also 
had a son 

named Thomas. Both may be, but aren't conclusively established as, 
brothers of 

Joseph. 


Joseph was first married to Margaret Hazelwood. Margaret was 
apparently the 

daughter of Abraham Hazelwood, an Orangeburgh County neighbor in the 
area 

around what is now Rowesville. I originally thought that Margaret was 
connected 

with the English/Barbadian Hazelwood family, but the variants of 
Abraham's name 

that are given (Hisenwood, Heisenhood, etc.) suggest the Anglicizing 
of one of 

the local German-Swiss names. 

Their children were: 

1) Thomas, born 14 Sep 1750, documented in Giessendanner. Thomas 
married either 

Sarah Syphrett or Sarah Bruce. His line is well documented in "The 
Dukes 

Family," referenced in the first message. 

2) Michael, probably born circa 1751/51. Michael does not appear in 
Giessendanner. Previous reconstructions have placed him as the baby of 
the 
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family, postdating the end of the Giessendanner records in 1760. 
However, 

census records indicate that he was more than 45 years old in 1800. 
Also, he 

had land by 1773. The Dukes family has always enjoyed acquiring real 
estate, 

but the age of 13 is a bit much. About the only place Michael fits is 
as a son 

of Joseph and Margaret born between Thomas and the next child, 

3) Sarah, born 15 Mar 1753, documented in Giessendanner. Sarah's fate 
is 

unknown. 


Margaret died, and Joseph married Barbara Johnston. Barbara had been 
married 

before (as indicated by her 1774 will provisions for additional 
children named 

Johnston); her maiden name is unknown. Children of this marriage 
included: 

4) George Alexander, born 21 Jul 1753, documented in Giessendanner. 
George 

Alexander has previously been credited as ancestor of the George 
Ezekial Dukes 

line. However, no documents have been found placing George E. Dukes 
anywhere in 

Orangeburgh District, indeed in South Carolina, after the 
Revolutionary War. 

Although Sherman did quite a job on SC records, especially the burnt 
counties 

like Orangeburgh, the total absence of records suggests that he was 
absent, and 

was not ancestral to later Orangeburgh/Colleton county Dukes lines. 
5) Susannah Dukes, born 27 Mar 1758, documented in Giessendanner. She 
survived 

to be mentioned, apparently unmarried, in Barbara Dukes' 1774 will. 
6) Rebeccah Dukes, born 2 Sep 1759, documented in Giessendanner. She 
also 

survived to be mentioned in Barbara Dukes' 1774 will. 

7)?? Joseph Dukes appears in the Black River area, across the Santee 
from 

Orangeburgh, and is of an age to be an additional son of this couple. 
A son 

named George is also reminiscent of this line. However, this is purest 
speculation. The Charleston Dukes family (descended from William and 
Mary's son 

William) also included Josephs. 


Joseph received two main land grants that I found. The first, in 1757, 
was for 
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200 acres "on the North side of the North Fork of Edisto River partly 
ona 

Branch called Tylo Branch in Colleton County .. ." The second, in 
1758, was 

for 300 acres in Berkley County. The second of these properties was 
later sold 

to Andrew Govan, who sold it to Ronald McDonald (really, honest) who 
sold it to 

Henry Felder. Besides the grants, various plats and memorials document 
these. 


Son Thomas wasn't much into land land grants (probably inherited 
enough from 

Joseph and perhaps from Abraham Hazelwood as well, since no male heirs 
of his 

have been identified, at least not by me). One 100 acre parcel was 
surveyed but 

never granted. 


Michael received 100 acres in a lease and release transaction from 
Barbara 

Dukes in 1774, the year of her will and apparently her death. He 
already had 

some land, indicated by a 1772 memorial by Henry Felder in which 
Michael's land 

is listed as bounding his. In 1784 Michael received 250 acres on 
Catfish Bay. 

In 1785 he received 30 acres. In 1791 he received 200 acres bounded by 
land 

belonging to himself and to Thomas Dukes. Various plats and memorials 
support 

the original grants. 


In the 1790 census Michael is listed as having three sons under the 
age of 16 

and 3 daughters. In the 1800 census his household included 1 male 
between 10 

and 16, 2 males 16-26 years old, and a daugheter 16-26 years old, in 
addition 

to him and his wife. The males fitting the proper age range for his 
sons are: 

1) Isaac Dukes, born (according to census data) between 1775 and 1783. 
In the 

1810 census Isaac was unmarried and had no children. In 1820 (when he 
is the 

only O'burgh Dukes who makes it to the census) he had a wife, a son 
less than 

10 years old, and 3 daughters under 10 years old. 

2) Michael Dukes, born 1783/84. This is 
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doubtless the Michael who was in the War of 1812, and the "M" Dukes of 
the 1810 

census. In 1810 Michael had one son and one daughter aged 10 or less. 
This 

Michael Dukes is the only good candidate for the role of father of 
George 

Ezekial Dukes, who was born in 1806, as of the 1830 census was still 
living in 

Orangeburgh and had established his own family there, and by 1850 was 
in 

Colleton County, just southwest of St. George. 

3) Although the identity of the preceding two as Michael's sons is 
virtually 

certain, the third son is more dubious. A John Dukes is identified in 
a Georgia 

family's Bible as the father of Elizabeth Dukes, supposedly born in 
Colleton 

County in 1818. 


Additional information was obtained on subsequent generations of this 
line, and 

of the Thomas Dukes line, but I won't attempt to summarize it here. 
I'd be glad 

to provide info to Dukes family researchers, including the documentary 
references, and will be providing gedcoms to Gene Jeffries. As noted 
at the 

beginning of the first message, please let me know if you have 
additions, 

comments, or corrections to any of this, and do let me know if you are 
interested in more detailed info.

Having had an opportunity to rummage in the SC Archives for Dukes 
family : 

information at greater length than had previously been possible for 
me, I've 

come across information that may be of interest to other Dukes 
researchers. So, 

I'm going to summarize my current (early) interpretation of the mounds 
of 

papers I've brought back to Tucson, when combined with information 
available 

previously. If anyone knows of additional information 

that would add to/modify/totally change the following, I would be very 
glad to 

hear of it. 


Anyway, here goes -- 

William Dukes, born in about 1655 or 1659, immigrated to Charles Towne 
from 

Barbados in April 1679. He married Mary ?. William died in about 1726, 
and Mary 

in Nov 1733, in St. Phillip's Parish, SC. 


Their previously identified sons are: 

1. William, Charleston and Christ Church Parish, documented by parish 
registers, 

etc. 

2. Robert, Charleston, whose son Robert is documented in the parish 
registers of 

St. Thomas and St. Denis Parish; 

3. Thomas Goodman, witnessed a will for John Snow in 1748; this one 
could be a 

son of William Duke II, but I believe he is probably a son of William, 
and 

he is a good candidate for Joseph's father because of his name. 


To these a fourth possible son can be added. A Samuel Duke's will was 


probated 
during the period 1716/18, according to Proprietary government 


records. The 
actual will has not survived. He could be totally alien, like the 


Nicholas 
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Duke whose will has survived, establishing that he was a member of the 


Royal 
Navy stationed at Charles Towne and without local family. 


Nothing was found to conclusively establish the identity of the father 
of 

Joseph Dukes, founder of the Orangeburgh Dukes family. However, time 
was 

altogether insufficient to rummage through all of the unindexed 
records of the 

proprietary and royal governments, in which additional clues doubtless 
lurk. 


The overall evidence is clear that some of the Dukes family in SC is 
*not* 

descended from William and Mary Dukes. The Lancaster/Fairfield/Kershaw 
area 

Dukes family is certainly of North Carolina origin, moving south into 
South 

Carolina circa 1760/70. Major Dukes in Union County is also of NC 
origin. 

Farlier appearances of the Dukes name in SC can most credibly be 
attributed to 

William and Mary's descendants. 


When we get to Orangeburgh and Joseph, the lines of descent for 
Joseph's oldest 

son, Thomas, conform to the information provided in "The Dukes Family" 
by 

Donald Ray Dukes, Jr., Winnie Carolina Corbett Betsill, and Jefferson 
Morris 

Corbett, with minor clarifications. However the lines of other 
descendants of 

Joseph appear to differ markedly from previous reconstructions. Rather 
than 

create the world's longest e-mail, I'll continue this in another 


message later, 
with Joseph and his children (hmm, sounds like a Thomas Mann novel).

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I have several sources of information on the children of the marriage 
of George 

Ezekial Dukes and Anne Syphrett Dukes, leading to individuals with 
varying 

degrees of certainty. 


My cousin, Billy Carter in Vance, visited the St. George Dukes 
cemetery for 

me,and recorded information there. This is the most reliable batch of 
information. 


Billy indicated that the cemetery is 0.9 miles from the intersection 
of Quaker 

Rd. and Dukes St. (SW quadrant of St. George area from the 
intersection of 

U.S.15 and 78.) A plaque at the entrance is as follows: 


"Established as a graveyard by George E. Dukes just before the War 
Between the 

States. The first grave was that of James P. Dukes who was mortally 
wounded on 

Dec. 11, 1863. The property passed to Oren Bosewell Dukes, son of 
George E., 

after George E.'s death." 


The information from tombstones is as follows: 

George Eziekel Dukes, born January 1, 1806, died October 5, 1881. 
Ann C., consort of George E. Dukes, born October 10, 1809, died 
February 9, 

1879. 


Children: 
William Whiteman Dukes, born August 18, 1831, died November 15, 1890. 
James P. Dukes, born May 31, 1839, died December 11, 1863. 
Margaret Rebecca Dukes, born January 16, 1840, died March 28, 1917; 
married 

William Morgan Shieder, born January 31, 1818, died January 8, 
1928. 
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Oren Boswell Dukes, born October 8, 1854, died June 15, 1939, married 
Angie Risher, born June 25, 1856, died September 3, 1930. 


>From family records, I know that William Whiteman Dukes married first 
Mary Ann 

Andrena Elizabeth Myers, daughter of Lewis E. Myers and Sophia 
Collier. Mary 

Ann was born November 5, 1836 and died August 1, 1876. William 
Whiteman Dukes 

married again, but I don't have the name. The family oral tradition 
has it that 

William Whiteman Dukes wasn't well, and his housekeeper insisted that 
he marry 

her and disinherit his sons, threatening not to continue to care for 
him if he 

didn't. I don't know what his illness was, and suspect that there is 
more to 

the story, but I do know that wife #2 was generally loathed by the 
sons. In any 

case, Mary Ann Myers Dukes died in Vance, rather than St. George, and 
her sons 

were raised by her parents, Lewis and Sophia Myers. 


Now, on to other possible children of George E. and Ann Syphrett 
Dukes. A list 

in Christine Weaver Shuler's History of the Shuler Family does not 
provide a 

reference for this information, but lists the following additional 
children: 

Mary, born 1833; George M., b. 1835; John, born 1829; Morgan, born 
1847; 

Charles, born 1843, married Marthy Canady, died 1894; Daniel, born 
1849. 


Finally, the information that Gene Jeffries provided on Dec. 23 listed 
only two 

children for George E. and Ann: William Whiteman Dukes and Rachel Ann 
Dukes, 

born 24 May, 1828, married Shadrick Mark Patrick, born about 1820, 
died 12 

February 1853, St. George Parish, S.C., buried Dukes cemetery. Rachel 
Ann and 

her husband might have been missed somehow by Billy Carter when he 
checked, 

perhaps the stones are now gone, but it sounds as if this was verified 
at the 

cemetery and is solid. 


I don't know about the other children listed by C. W. Shuler, but if 
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they died 

young they would have been buried somewhere else, since this Dukes 
cemetery had 

not been established until the late 1850's. 


I have additional information on the descendants of William Whiteman 
Dukes and 
Mary Ann A. E. Myers Dukes, down to the present generation.

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I was just logging on with some information about George Ezekial Dukes 
and Anne 

Syphrett Dukes and their children when I got the inquiry from 
Jefferson 

Corbett about these folks. I was recently called by Winnie Betsill 
about Dukes 

information and have sent her some of what I have; I assume you're the 
same 

Jefferson Corbett who co-authored her history of the Thomas Edmond 
Dukes line, 

which she has been kind enough to send me -- I got it yesterday. It is 
very 

helpful in straightening out that line for me. 


I have a great deal of Dukes information, especially on George 
Alexander's line 

(I'm descended from both Thomas and George Alexander Dukes, sons of 
Joseph) and 

on early Dukes. I won't try to summarize all of it here -- my ms. is 
already 

running close to a hundred pages before we get to South Carolina -- 
bute LLL 

give some highlights, and then on to the children of George Ezekial 
and Ann. 


The information in the Salley Archives repeatedly indicates that the 
Dukes 

family is descended from exiled royalists. I don't know when this 
crept into 

the oral tradition but it does not appear to be true. I've spend 
several years 

tracking around English government records, English histories of the 
Dukes 

family, Barbados history and records, and so forth. Three members of 
the 

English Dukes family were sentenced to exile in Barbados in 1655 and 
1656 after 

Pendruddock's Uprising in Wiltshire and adjacent counties. John Duke 
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got off 
because he was too old. George Duke of Wiltshire seems to have had his 


place of 

exile changed to Virginia, along with Penruddock's brother, and he 
returned to 

England in 1660 at the time of the Restoration. (The Salley references 
say 

Cromwell exiled them in 1662 -- Oliver Cromwell was dead then, he had 
been 

followed by his son Richard, always referred to as "his ineffectual 
son 

Richard," and in 1660 Charles II was restored to the throne.) The 
third exiled 

Duke was Col. Robert Duke of Fordingbridge, Hampshire, an offshoot of 
the 

Compton Breamor branch of the Duke family of Lake House Wiltshire, the 
senior 

line of the Duke of Lake family with branches in several English 
counties. Col. 

Robert died soon after arriving in Barbados. His wife and children 
stayed in 

Hampshire, and his oldest son went to Oxford and later became a Church 
of 

England Vicar. These are not our guys. 


The Orangeburg Dukes line seems to be descended, logically enough, 
from the 

Barbados Dukes line, derived from the Otterton, Devonshire, branch of 
the Duke 

family. Humphrey Duke, son of Richard Duke and his wife Catherine 
Prideaux 

Duke, bought a 300 acre plantation in Barbados and was living there by 
' 1638. He 

had several sons, among them Henry. Henry's son William was either 20 
or 24 

years of age in 1679 and helped to fulfill Henry's militia 
responsibility, 

which was based upon your number of acres of land. William sailed to 
Charles 

Towne on April 6, 1679, and Henry's son William was no more to be seen 
in the 

Barbados records. The only things that makes sense, although this 
falls short 

of absolute proof, is that the William Duke who sailed to SC was 
Henry's son. 

I haven't listed my sources for all of this here, but they are 
extensive and 

they are referenced in the material that I've sent to Winnie Betsill. 
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Fortunately, a good lineage of the Devonshire Duke line was done by 


Rasleigh 
Duke around the turn of the century, using original parish records and 


county 
records, cemetery and church inscriptions in Devonshire, family 


records 
(including some now in the library of Oxford University), and so 


forth. As a 
consequence, I think I've got a pretty solid Dukes line back to about 


1400, as 
well as a lot of information on the family before that. 


The weakest link is between William and Orangeburg County's Joseph. 


Joseph was 

born in 1728, awfully late to be William's son. I believe that he was 
William's 

grandson, but can't prove which of William's sons was his father. I 


believe 
that further research in South Carolina could clear this up. (Hint, 


hint .. 
eh 


Well, having summarized several years of research that I found really 
exciting, 

I find that I've already been very long-winded for a single e-mail. 
So, I'm 

going to take a break and then send separately my info. on George 
Ezekial and 

Ann Syphrett Dukes' children.

THE LEGEND OF THE NAME "BURNT CORN” 


There are many legends told about this odd name, but the 
story told by the CORNELLS has been the one the compiler has 
heard since early childhood. 

In the early 1800's, some Indians were returning on foot 
from Pensacola to their home in the Upper Creek Nation with 
supplies. The route they followed led along a ridge between 
the Conecuh and Alabama Rivers. This pathway was used by the 
Indians and white men because no large streams crossed it. 

On the way to the camping site, one of the Indians 
became very sick. They stopped at a spring which was ina 
secluded spot and an ideal camping site. That night, a camp 
fire was buiit and food was prepared. 

The next morning, the ailing Indian was not able to 
travel north with his companions. A pile of corn was poured 
onte the dry leaves and they left their companion to fend for 
himself. When the man recovered and was ready to leave, 
there was no sack in which to carry the corn, so it was left 
on the ground. The camp fire embers caught and spread along 
the leaves to the grain and smoldered there for many days. 

When the travelers came along this route and stopped for 
a rest and a cool drink of water from the bubbling spring, 
they found the burnt corn. They traveled on through this 
thinly settled area and designated their camping site by such 
remarks as "we camped at the spring where the corn had 
burnt”. More people began using the term “burnt corn” and 
the description passed from group to group, until the name 
Burnt Corn Spring became the name of this camping ground on 
the route to Pensacola. This name was also given to the 
creek where the water from the spring flowed. Burnt Corn 
creek runs down into Escambia County, Later, Burnt Corn 
Spring had a post office bearing this name. Some of the 
early settlers thought this site was about three and one-half 
miles from the present village of Burnt Corn and about one 
mile north of Bermuda, but this location is not verified. 

JIM CORNELLS (CURNELLS) was a friendly Indian to the 
Americans and his home was near the spring. The Federal 
Government gave him the spring with six hundred and forty 
acres of land, in appreciation of his services to the 
Americans in the Creek War. He carried messages and gave 
information to the troops in regard to the movements of 
the Indians.
